GEORGE GROSZ 


From time to time you may have 
seen a German drawing. done in thin 
biting line, in which the less pleas- 
ant of human characteristics were 
mercilessly laid bare. We have all, 
of course, seen a considerable amount 
of. meaningless dadaistic German 
drawing in which the mannerisms of 
child-art are employed to no concelv- 
able purpose; but if you have seen a 
drawing by Grosz it is not likely you 
have forgotten it. 

His talent ripened directly after the 
war. when Germany fell victim te 
greed and crime. As the mad orgy of 
spending and dissipation was carried 
on at the expense of fearful depriva- 
tion, as conscienceless profiteers be- 
trayed their country for their own en- 
richment, Grosz issued his volumes of 
merciless lithographs, exposing in 
terrible lines the cankers of a stricken 
society.

made by President W. W. Campbell of the 
University of California to the regents at 
their recent December meeting. The gift 
was made by Edgar W. Stow of Santa Bar- 
bara, owner and manager of the La Patera 
Rancho, who when visiting the Riverside 
station and finding that no protection was 
afforded the experiment, asked permission 

to donate the heaters. 3 
The citrus rootstock investigation of the 
station is one of the most important lines 
of work under way, and the particular ex- 
periment which these heaters are to pro 
tect wag started by Dr. H. J. Webber, direct- 
or of the station, in 1922. It is a test of Eu- 
reka and Lisbon lemons, the two most im- 
nt commercial varieties, on eighteen 
erent selected stocks. The test involves 
fifteen to twenty trees of each of the 
two varieties on each of the eighteen dif- 
ferent selected stocks. The stocks were 
grown and budded at the experiment station 
and were planted in the experimental or- 


chard in May, 1927. Every possible precau- 


tion has been taken to treat all of the plants 

the same from the beginning, so that the 
truly comparative 

One of the tmportant factors emphasized 

by the stock investigations that have been 

conducted by the university, is that stocks 

should not be grown from bulk seeds of 


- Sweet or sour orange taken indiscriminate- 


ly from numerous trees of different varie- 
ties or seedlings, but should be grown from 
seeds taken from one seedling or one known 
variety that from experience is known to 
produce seedlings of uniform type congenial 
to the variety to be grown on them and to 
give good unions and good results.

Overproduction Held 
Real Menace - 


ONTARIO.—“Overproduction is the great: 


1, est menace to the fruit market, and unless 
| legislative action is taken. to curb certain 
| ambitious projects, the market on Califor- 


nia fruit will be severely jeopardized. So 


| says George P. Weldon, Chaffey Union High 


School horticulturist, fruit authority, who 
has made a careful study of marketing con- 
ditions. 

In analyzing the overproduction situation, 
Prof. Weldon quoted figures presented at a 
recent assembly of coast agriculturists, at 
which he was present. He says there are 
now in the United States 2,500,000 
apple trees, the products of which have 
no apparent market, Fifteen thousand car- 
loads of grapes were not picked in Califor- 
nia this year bécause of overproduction, he 
declares. The peach pack in 1927 was 10,- 
809,681 cases. The price received by the 
grower was $22.50 per ton in the north, 
which yielded a total of $5,297,130. Had the 
growers done as advised by thoughtful ob- 
servers, and limited their pack to 8,500,000 


cases, they would have received $35 per ton, 
and a total of $6,407,405. In other words, says

(Continued from Page Three) 


mer there are strong, prevailing winds, lia- 
ble to blow from the trees a goodly portion 
of the crop, the grower chooses early va- 
rieties, and those able to stick tight. The 
home gardener plants what he likes—the 
commercial orchardist plants what he most 
easily and advantageously can sell. The 
average buyer knows the names of but few 
apples, and he buys a kind he knows. 


WHERE THEY GROW 


The bulk of California apple production is 
concentrated in Santa Cruz and Monterey 
counties—the Pajaro Valley district. Next, 
in quantity production, comes Sebastopol in 
Sonoma county. Third in production is the 
Yucaipa Valley in San Bernardino county, 
while Riverside, Tulare, Mendocino, Kern, 
Fresno, Tuolumne, Inyo, and Los Angeles 
counties all can boast of over 1000 acres of 
bearing trees. 

The apple. crop is not a speculative one. 
With proper cultivation and proper selec- 
tion of the site of the orchard, the crop is 
fairly sure to grow. In some regions, the 
natural rainfall may be depended upon, but 
in the most successful orchards this is sup- 
plemented by irrigation, for it’s important 
to have water when the tree chiefly needs 
it—at the latter end of the growing sea- 
son—and California rains have the habit of 
coming when the trees are dormant. 

In the Yucaipa district, water is given ev- 
ery fourteen days during the summer, if the 
orchard is on light soil, but on heavier soils 
the Yucaipa custom is water every twenty- 
eight days. One Yucaipa grower, Marion 
Bise, does “dry orcharding” successfully. 
He cultivates with care and exactness, but 
takes only the moisture the heavens send. 
In some parts of San Bernardino county, 
where the soil is very sandy, the trees are 
given water once a week. In the Paradise 
section, one to two irrigations during July 
and August are considered enough. Wat- 
sonville and Sebastopol growers find the 
local rainfall enough. 


FIGHTING THE PESTS 

Although apple growers in one section 
usually have more of one disease, or insect 
affiction, and less of another, the spraying 
schedule is about the same. Before the 
buds begin to swell, in late winter, comes 
the spray of lime-sulphuring. This is for 
San Jose scale—now nearly unimportant— 
and also to kill aphis eggs, and to remove 
lichen and moss. The next spray is lime- 
sulphur or Bordeaux, applied in spring just 
as the fruit cluster buds open, before the 
petals show. This is for apple scab. As 
flower petals are falling, there’s a spray 
with lime-sulphur, to which has been added 
one-half pint 40 per cent nicotine sulphate, 
and either 5 pounds basic arsenate of lead 
paste or two pounds of basic arsenate of 
lead powder, If mildew is present, eight 
pounds of sulphur paste is added to 100 gal- 
ions of spray. Twenty to thirty days after 
the petals fall, this spraying is repeated. If 
mildew is present the use of sulphur paste 
is advised—eight pounds to 100 gallons of 
water—-no lime sulphur. During the last 
week in July or first week in August, an- 
other spraying of arsenate of lead may be 
necessary, if a second brood of codling 
moth appears. A few wormy apples detect- 
ed in early July is the symptom. For aphis, 
if observed at this time, orchardists spray 
with 40 per cent nicotine sulphate, and add 
nh soft soap to each 100 gallons of 
water. . 


The apple grower who uses -care and ex- 
actness, has little fear of not maturing his. 
crop. A fairly good yield may be depended 
upon, and in some years an exceptional! 
yield. Exceptional yields sometimes re- 


sult in an extremely low price for the fruit 


—with the exceptional harvest of 1926, came 
the lowest price per bushel the grower has 
yet experienced. Orchardists in recent 
months have been wisely turning their at- 


tention to storage and to marketing facili- 


ties. The individual storage plant, such as 
a clever one owned by G. W. Taylor at Yu- 
caipa, and the new cooperative Yucaipa 
Valley Storage plant, are examples of the 
growers’ answer to this necessity. 

The apple industry, like the poultry in- 
dustry, has suffered from a type of amateur 
which abounds in California—the man or 
woman who has decided upon a life in the 
open, but who also needs a livelihood, and 
who thinks that if apple trees are planted, 
he may swing his hammock under the tree, 
only ariging to pick the fruit—heaven and 
nature doing the rest! But it was only in 
the Garden of Eden that all a man had to 
do was to pick the fruit. Nowadays, heav- 
en and Nature require co-operation, and 
plenty of it, if the pomological undertaking 
is to be a success. That the appraisal com- 
mittee of the Redlands Realty board is ad- 
vocating sizing up the man, and his know- 
ledge of orcharding and inquiring whether 
he is financially able to tide overea possible 
difficult time, as well as considering merely 
if the price be right and the orchard right, 
is a hopeful indication.

The concern has two cottonseed mills, 
one in Los Angeles and the other, formerly 
at Calexico, but recently moved across the 
international border to Mexicali. Here the 
cottonseed, after it has been delinted, is 
cooked and freed from the hulls, the kernels 
being squeezed in by hydraulic presses to 
extract the oil. After all the oil that can be 
secured is taken out, a slab of cottonseed 
cake remains. oll is sotd through the 
reguiar trade channels, and the cake is 
either broken up into nut sizes and disposed 
of, particularly to sheep feeders, or ground 
into meal. 

As this cottonseed meal is an excellent 
fattening feed for cattle, the company es- 
tablished stockyards covering about fifty 
acres at Hobart Station, with concrete 
floors and complete equipment for handling 
cattle for market preparation. The meal 
alone would be too concentrated a diet for 
cattle, so the hulls are ground up and mixed 
with it in the proportion of seven pounds 
of meal to thirty of hulls, and this provides 
the major part of the ration used. Expert- 
ence has taught the men in charge that 
thirty-seven pounds of this mixture of meal 
and hulls in the proportions given, furnish 
a day's ration for a grown animal, while 
two pounds of meal and ten of hulls is about 
right for calves. The average gain is re- 
ported to be three pounds a day per head 
for the animals fed. The capacity of ti 
yards is about 6500 head, and there are ap- 
proximately 5600 head there now. The cat- 
tle come from California, Arizona, Nevada 
and Oregon ranges, and are fed at the yards 
at the rate of 35 cents a day. It requires 
from forty to sixty days to put a range 
eteer in shape for the market. 

When the animals first arrive at the Ho- 
bart stockyards, they are fed hay for a few 
days, the change to the straight cottonseed 
meal and hulls being made gradually. After 
that, there is little else provided. A little 
hay. a little salt, plenty of water and the 
diet of meal and hulls is enough to make

Figuring an average of three pounds of 
meal a day for each animal, which is not 
an overestimate, and with a moderate esti- 
mate on the annual turnover, it is safe to 
gay that the yards feed 2500 tons of cotton- 
seed meal and 10,000 tons of hulls every 
year. Since 1915, when feeding began, the 
wth of this branch of the business has 
steady and consistent. 

The fertilizer produced at the yards is a 
very important item on the credit side of 
the books. So much of this valuable prod- 
uct is made here that a small railroad has 
been built to handle it, and the yard men 
gay there ig no difficulty whatever in dis- 
posing of it all to local ranchers and citrus 
grove owners. The manure produced as a 
result of the feed used runs over 2 per cent 
available nitrogen and about 60 per cent or- 
Banic matter. Some cottonseed meal is 
used direct as a fertilizer of land. It runs 
high in nitrogen, analysis showing its con- 
tent tobe on an average 6% per cent. Not 
much fat remains after the big presses get 
through with the seed, the company analy- 
ses indicating that the oil in the meal

In “Out-of-doors” 
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Diversification Pays in 
Palo Verde 


BLYTHE.—Dairying and the raising of 
hogs are growing industries in the Palo 
Verde Valley, where excellent soll and abun- 
dant water for irrigation make possible 
good crops of alfalfa and other field products 
for the feeding of live stock, 

Acres in this Riverside county domain 
which formerly were planted only to cotton 
are now producing other crops, and the in- 
crease in the number of herds of fine cattle 
and other stock is notable. While cotton 
continues to be extensively grown, and good 
crops of this staple are produced, it has 
been found by Palo Verde Valley ranchers 
that diversity pays. 

Cattle thrive and produce well in the val- 
ley, and a number of ranchers who have 
been in other lines are entering the dairy 
business. Hugh J. Boyle, a successful dairy- 
man of the region, has recently increased 
his dairy ranch holdings and equipment in 
the valley. His stock is of the best, and he 
has done much to boost the dairy industry 
for the Blythe area. 

The growing season in the valley is twelve 
months long, and with many crops there are 
two harvests a year. Alfalfa often produces 
nine cuttings, and reports of nine tons to 
the acre a year are common. Pomegranates 
and pecans are believed to be “coming” 
crops in the valley and both are being giv- 
en a trial. 

O. Shepardson, a Palo Verde Valley ranch- 
er, on May 15 threshed a crop of wheat 
from part of his acreage which ran thirty- 
eight bushels tothe acre. He then pastured 
dairy cows on the field, and later planted 
Higeria sorghum on the same land, sowing 
the seed July 3 and obtaining sixty-six bush- 
els per acre October 24. The stalks were 
used to feed the cattle.

In selecting plants from which to 
work on originations, only those are used 
which have uniformly good qualities. A 
single flaw, however tiny, is sufficient to 
make the plant undesirable as a part parent 
to a new variety, the owner says. 


Value of Fertilizers 
Better Understood 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—The pioneer assump 
tion that silt-laden river waters are ample 
fertilization has been exploded in the Salt 
River Valley. The very best fertilization has 
been found to be in the use of old alfalfa 
land. Orange growers are partial to plowed- 
under sour clover or cowpeas. Manure fer- 
tilizer no longer is dumped into the river- 
bed, but commands a very substantial price. 
The farmer who pastures cattle or sheep 
figures that he gets a material return in 
addition to the acreage rental. 

Cottonseed meal is declared by agricul- 
tural experts a very valuable fertilizer for 
lettuce, though acid phosphate and blood 
meal, mixed, are giving excellent results in 
the Mesa district. 

Some representative farmers have been 
Mightening heavy land by plowing in barley 
about the time the grain is forming, but al- 
falfa generally is preferred. Stack bottom 
and spoiled hay in the past have been 
shipped in considerable quantity to Califor- 
nia for orange grove fertilization, but some 
of the loca! citrus growers now are using the 
hay themselves. One grape grower, Col. 
Dale Bumstead, has gone a little farther 
and harvests his alfalfa only for immediate 
plowing under, between rows in an adjoining 
vineyard. As a result, the young vines look 
at least a year older than they are and 
promise a cll yield of the Thompson 
Seedless Variety next summer.

A’ comfortable rock 
house, set in the midst of a vineyard, is not 
an unusual sight in this valley. , 

Grape vines grow from eight to ten feet in 
one season, and this new growth is all cut 
back in the spring, leaving nothing but the 
old stump, which puts forth new growth 
each season. The many varieties of grapes 
make the season for this fruit one of the 
longest, and local grapes are often picked 
from the vines until frost strikes them, 
making it possible to have fresh Ergpes on 
the table at Christmas time. .

He Says Too Much Care 
Bad for Trees 


UPLAND.—Warning that overzealous cit- 
rus growers can do real damage to their 
trees by giving them too much care, was 
sounded recently to a group of Ontario, Up 
land and Cucamonga citrus men, by the San 


Bernardino county farm adviser, H. J. Wil- ‘ 


der. Mr. Wilder said that in Many instanc- 
es on inspection trips throughout the coun- 
ty, he has discovered groves suffering from 
“too much care,” rather than not enough. 

Too much water is frequently the cause 
of trouble with trees, according to Mr. Wil- 
der. In many localities the subsoil is more 
retentive than the owner realizes, and holds 
moisture sufficient for the proper nourish- 
ment of the tree without such frequent irri- 
gating. The speaker said he had found 
groves in the county where the roots of 
the trees had rotted off below a certain 
depth, because the soil had been kept too 
moist. 

Mr. Wilder stated that much unnecessary 
cultivation is done in heavy soils, and that 
irrigation can be done effectively a second 
time in the same furrows, providing they are 
not silted too badly with clay. Pruning is 
generally overdone, he said. Attention was 
called to evil of scaly bark, and growers 
were warned to detect it early and check it 
at once. Fully 10 per cent of the trees in 
most groves are affected in a greater or 
lesser degree, he said.

Mealy Bug Makes Gain. 


in Citrus Area 


SANTA ANA—After inspecting more than 


1,000,000 trees, palnts and products during 


the past year, in an incessant battle againat 
the spread of field and orchard pests, Coun- 
ty Horticultural Commissioner A. A. Brock 
sets forth the following observations in 
bis annual report, just filed: 

First—No new insect pests were intro- 
@uced into Orange county during the year. 
Second—The citrus mealy bug continues to 
spread through Orange county orchards. 
Third—The pepper weevil caused a 40 per 
cent crop loss for the year. Fourth—Pest 
damage is several times greater than the 
@mount spent on pest control, which cost 
the county $1,064,074.63 last year.

War on Blackbirds to

BRAWLEY.—The story of a seven weeks’ 
battle with an army of blackbirds, in an 
effort to save a 65-acre field of milo maize, 
is being tokd by Mr. and Mrs. G. M. Cav- 
then, who have a ranch north of Brawley. 
The milo maize field was all in head when it 
was discovered by blackbirds, which de 
scended in clouds intent on feasting on the 
grain. But Mr. Cauthen decided otherwise 
Arming himself with a shotgun and Mrs. 
Cauthen with a 22-caliber rifie, he marched 
to the attack. : 

For seven weeks the Cauthens kept up 
their vigil. At sunrise each morning they 
entered the field and started a barrage of 
gunfire. The birds usually left in despair 
about 8 o’clock, but returned at 3 o'clock in 
the , at which time the battle was 
again started. During the campaign, Mrs. 
Cauthen says she used up more than 20,000 
shells, which cost $110, and Mr. Cauthen de- 
clares he spent $135 for shotgun ammuni- 
tion. But they kept the birds out, and as 
a result have recently harvested 108 tons 
of fine grain from the field. Cattle are 
pow pasturing on the stalks.

After many years of experience in settling 
the newcomer on California lands, and of 
study of the reasons for success or failure 
in land development, the department would 
urge first of all a personal investigation by 
the would-be buyer of anything in the land 
line in which he may be interested.

‘the body to dislodge it. 


Therefore, your first rule in dietetics tn 
the acute fever is STOP EATING! STOP 
EATING will hold true for an indefinite 
period—as long as the acute fever lasts. 

“How long?” you may ask. 

Let me give you a simple example. 

I have in mind a baby who was under my 
care. This baby had an acute infectious 
disease of a type in which there is a usual 
mortality rate of 75 per cent, while of the 
26 per cent that do recover, it might have 
been better for many had they not recov 
ered at all. In other words, it leaves one 
maimed and crippled. 


To this baby I gave nothing but water for. 


thirteen days. . 


The diagnosis was established by six doc- 
tors before I was called. There was not 
a single after reaction left over to show 
that this child hail cerebro-spinal fever 
(cerebro-epinal meningitis,) the acute dis- 
ease I have mentioned. The child is per- 
fect, today. ~ 

If a child can fast so many days, the av- 
erage adult can go very much longer with- 
out food when the acute fever is present. 

So, if you happen to come down with an 
acute fever, don’t think that you are going 
to die within twenty-four hours if you don't 
get “nourishment to keep up the strength!” 
The human body can go days and days 
without food. 

The fever is the warning, the red flag, 
the danger signal, that you should stop eat- 
ing. Don't eat, even though the doctor 
asks you to do so in order to “keep up the 
strength.” 

That is the second principle in combat- 
ing a fever. 

The third is just as much in the line of 
common sense. 

If the fever is the burning-up of the debris 
of the body, the logical thing is to get rid 
of all the debris-the body can spare. 

How? 

By repeated “high” irrigations. Wash 
out the bowels until the water comes out 
clean, with no waste left inside. Then 
there is nothing further to burn. There is 
no more effort of the part of the body to 
Clean house and the task is relatively sim- 
ple under such circumstances. 

You ask, “How long should one allow 
the fever to last?” 

The average temperature of the average 
adult is ninety-eight and six-tenths. Below 
this point you need not combat it. The 
fever of one to two degrees is perfectly 
safe under all conditions, at any time. A 
fever of one hundred and one degrees I 
would let alone. I would do nothing for it. 

Incidentally that is ome thing you, the 
public, must learn—the fine art of doing 
nothing. That may sound silly to you. But 
if you only knew the tragedies, the horrible 
diseases which we get, because in hysteria,

It is true that, after a fever, we are weak 
and burned out but if you do not treat it 
with drugs it will not complicate itself into 
tuberculosis or into any of the chronic dis- 
eases which are characteristic when we 
treat or suppresa fever with drugs!

Gallstones 
When we deal with gallstones we have 
just as great a popular delusion as we have 
in appendicitis. 
A patient came to me several weeks ago 
whose case was diagnosed as appendicitis 
by the medical doctors. I asked, “What did 


- the doctor do to establish the diagnosis of 


appendicitis?” 

He gave me the specific details of his 
examination and this is what he said: “The 
doctor felt down here (pointing to the lower 
right side) and it hurt. He said it was-ap- 
pendicitis and that I must be operated 
upon.” 

It is practically impossible to feel any of 
the soft organs in the abdomen. We have a 
layer of three thick muscles in the abdo- 
men. Below that we have a tube of several 
feet of intestines. Then below that we 
have the caecum, the large portion of the 
intestines, and below that is the appendix.

Doctor: Pain in the right side? 

Patient: Yes. 

Doctor: Pain underneath the liver?

Simple analysis teaches us what a fever 
is. A fever is the increased burning-up of 
the waste materials of the body. The 
breath is bad. The tongue is coated. The 
skin has an odor. The urine ig strong. 

These are some incidental symptoms of 
the fever.

He then 
took a small sharp bamboo needle and 
quick as you could think had the 
worm, about one-half inch long and as thick 
as a silk thread, out on the end of the 
needle.’ Nothing is said of the possible pa- 
tience required by physician and sufferer 
alke, till the worm chose to wriggle into po- 
sition. There is another worm operation of 
equal interest. ‘Ths worm inhabits the leg 
between foot and knee. The doctor finds 
the head by carefully examining for a small 
swelling. This is lanced or cut carefully. 
The head of the worm is then secured be- 
tween two pieces of soft pithy wood and is 
turned once and the wood nipping the head 
of the worm is then securely tied by mak- 
ing a turn of the wood each day. With the 
head part of the worm secured, the patieht 
gradually loses the worm.’

woman who has been coming to me for nine 
days. I gave her a test meal, that is, the 
X-ray meal, nine days ago. Nine days ago, 
and at last the meal is in the rectum ready 
to come out if she is able to have a bowel 
action. 

She says she was never constipated. She 
had one bowel action every day—did not 
even take laxatives but her principal trouble 
was intestinal gas! 

She was not aware of the fact that the 
bowel action she had today was nine days 
late! That. ts, was the Hed 
nine days ago. 

When you have intestinal gas in that tube 
approximately twenty-eight feet long, the 
small and large intestine, it is due to the 
fact that the food which you ate yesterday 
or the day before or maybe nine days ago— 
I don’t know—is fermenting, decaying and 
putrefying inside the body. | 

If you are normal, if you are in good 
health, it should take between twelve to 


eighteen hours to digest your food—that is, 


from the moment you have eaten the food 
until it is discharged. 


Putrefaction ts the 
cause for fntestinal gas. 

The second factor is what you eat. Cer- 
tain foods will decay and ferment more 
quickly than others. 

If there is an acute attack of intestinal 
gas, it means that the toxic waste of the 
intestines is fermenting at a very rapid 
rate. 

The solution to the problem is don’t put 
more food in until you give the intestinal 
system a rest. 

The remedy for the acute attack is stop 
eating until the attack is over. 

Many take soda or charcoal or the pat- 
ented drugs which are so well advertised 
and to which you have been accustomed 
when you have gas. 

Now for a word or two about those who 
take a tablet following the meal to get rid 
of the gas. 

What happens? 

You have eaten wrongly for many years. 
The mucus membrane of the stomach and 
intestines is swollen, angry, inflamed. This 
swollen mucus membrane pours out large 
quantities of hydrochloric acid. The hydro- 
chloric acid creates a condition which we 
call hyperacidity. Hyperacidity is the ex- 
cessive secretion of hydrochloric acid. 

Since that is usually an associated condi- 
tion with gaseous fermentation, we know 
that hydrochloric acid is neutralizd with 
soda. 

When we put sufficiemt soda into the 
body, the hydrochloric acid cannot act and 
we are temporarily relieved. But again 
what happens? 

We put the soda into the body very easily, 
but we cannot get rid of it as easily as we 
put it in. The alkalosis, as we call it, 
which takes place when we consume soda, 
is one of the primary causes of stomach 
ulcers, stomach cancers, stomach. prolapses, 
stomach catarrh and simple gastritis. 

If we could stop the soda from acting 
after it has neutralized the hydrochloric 
acid, I would recommend soda. 

But instead, here is what occurs. 

After it has neutralized the hydrochloric 
acid, the soda still continues to act. It fur- 
ther inflames the mucus membrane and ac- 
centuates and increases the inflammation 
which is responsible fog the hyperacidity. 
Then it becomes absorbéd by“the system. 
Every cell in the body takes in the soda 
which your stomach was supposed to neu- 
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tralize in the form of hydrochloric acid. 
Then we suffer from soda poisoning. 

I am mentioning this to you as one way 
that you should not attempt to overcome 
intestinal gas. 

Here are a few things which you might 
do when you have a gas attack: 

First, stop eating. That goes for an in- 
definite period—until there is no more gas. 

For instant relief, when the attack Is 
acute, induce vomiting. This may be done 
by tickling the throat, by putting the finger 
down the throat, by tickling under the neck, 
etc. However, it is very seldom that the 
gas is so acute that one must resort to such 
methods. 

If you are suffering from an acute attack 
of gas, take glass after glass of warm water. 
Warm water has a better absorptive power 
than cold water. Warm water dilutes the 
hydrochloric atid and accomplishes just as 
much as the soda does, without the poison- 
ous effects of soda. 

Next, go to bed after you have taken a 
series of enemas to wash out the debris 
which is responsible for the reversed peris- 
taltic action and which you usually find in 
an acute attack of gas. 

In the acute gas attack, if you feel the 
abdomen, you will find it tense, taut and 
tight. There is no relaxation of the abdomi- 
nal muscles. 

If you have a trained doctor on hand or 
an experienced osteopath or chiropractor 
who knows how to manipulate the abdomen, 
you can secure complete abdominal relaxa- 
tion, with the use of ten fingers, alone—an 
art known for three thousand years. This 
brings the blood supply where you want it 
and takes it away from where you don’t 
want it. 

Therefore, abdominal massage is Dbene- 
ficial, until the patient begins to belch the 
gas. This is a great deal more simple than 
the use of neutralizing drugs which keep 
the gas inside the system. 

Next, apply repeated hot applications, 
one right after the other over the abdomen 
until, by sheer effect of the heat, itself, the 
whole contracted intestinal system becomes 
relaxed and flaccid. Then the gas belches 
forth, waste material comes out of the rec 
tum and the acute attack is overcome. 

The medical man gives hypodermic injec- 
tions of morphine which paralyze the nerv- 
ous system. He prescribes soda or char- 
coal to neutralize the acidity of the stom- 
ach. 

In the background you will always find 
the basic cause is diet—the things we eat 
or the things we don’t eat. If we were to 
stay away from the fermenting foods, from 
the meats, sigars, eggs, pies, pastries, etc., 
if we were to control our appetites and eat 
with intelligence, we would find the solu- 
tion to most of our ailments. Our health 
problems would be simplified if we would 
only adhere to the common sense principles 
which Care of the Body has been teaching 
for the past thirty years! 


H hoid

By the custom of the land 
the new ruler married the former queen, 
and had by her four children, among them 
Antigone. 

Nothing could be more tragic than the 
dawning upon the mind of Oedipus that he 
is the murderer of his father, and the hus- 
band of his mother.

406 B.C. he too died. It was his good for- 
tune to pass from the scene before the de- 
feat of Athens in the Peloponnesian War 
and at the end of the heroic age.

Given riches and-noble birth, Sophocles 
was marked out for the classic style, as 
against the romantic and well nigh socialis- 
tic Euripides, whose mother sold vegetables 
in the street. The polished style is the 
daughter of leisure; so Turgeniev wrote 
more carefully than Dostolevski, Flaubert 
more carefully than Balzac, Voltaire more 
carefully than Rousseau, Anatole France 
more carefully than Romain Rolland. Hence 
Sophocles is the greatest of Greek 
dramatists In the matter of form, sym- 
metry and simplicity of structure, pure 
beauty of thought and speech. The sure 
tnstinct of the almost primitive Aeschylus 
is here replaced by reflective perfection; 
“Aeschylus did right without knowing it,” 
sald Sophocles. The fine judgment, the 
lofty serenity, the intensity of feeling re- 
strained within measured utterance, which 
mark these plays, make Sophocles the cor- 
relate in drama of Pheidias in sculpture, 
and Pericles in statesmanship, and Socrates 
in philosophy. 

He wrote one hundred plays, of which 
seven remain; if these reveal his greatness 
let imagination conceive his genius. At the 
age of twenty-five he exhibited his first 
tragedy; at twenty-seven he won his first 
prize; whereupon. the defeated Aeschylus 
went off in a huff to Sicily. For thirty years 
Sophocles was undisputed master in the 
Theater of Dionysus; he was twenty times 
victorious, and never received less than the 
second award; his last prize came to him 
sixty years after his first. - 


What strikes us in these dramas is the 
appearance of introspection and psychologt- 
cal analysis. Aeschylus is a moralist, Buri- 
pides a sociologist; but Sephocles is a 
psychologist, intent not merely on repre- 
senting a dramatic situation, but on seeing 
each part with such inward sympathy that - 
every man seems right while he speaks. So 
in Ajax we find no emphasis upon mere 
physical deeds; what lures Sophocles is the 
study of madness. The goddess Athene has 
made Ajax insane in punishment for his 


how little in effort and energy, dreamers 
bound in chains? Such fruit is plucked 
from the love of man.” | 
But Prometheus does not forget that he is 
the son of a Titan, with divinity in his 
veins (perhaps he is another form of the re- 
curring myth of the crucified god?) he 
holds out bravely, and as one who knows 
the future, taunts Zeus by prophesying his 
death. Zeus demands to know at what hour 
and by what hand he is to die; unanswered 
and scorned, he sends an eagle to tear out 
Prometheus’s heart. (So foresight and an- 
ticipation consume us here, as in Genesis 
and Ecclesiastes, knowledge is evil.) Then 
comes the herald Hermes with the last - 
threat of Zeus: Prometheus shall be torn 
into pieces by the eagle, and buried in the 
darkness of the earth. And as the lightning 
Plays about him and the thunder crashes 
wildly, Prometheus stands his ground, 
bloody but unbowed, loving justice more 
than life, and more than the greatest god. 


So the drama ends. This is the “grand

ranges of the Sierra presents 
an almost regular line as it 
borders the State of Nevada 
for several hundred miles.-

It is mot known whose eyes 
first rested on the most spec- 
tacular winter feature of the 
Valley, but probably of hu- 
mans it was an Indian who 
first saw the Ice Cone, which 
forms every winter at the foot 
of the Upper Yosemite Fall. 


Not many winter visitors 
will want to climb to the top 
of it, although many have 
looked down upon it from an 
excellent view point on a= 
range with the top of the 
Lower Fall, which is three 
hundred and twenty feet above 
the Valley... 

The cone is formed by sec- 
tions of ice frozen on the face 
- of the cliff along the sides of 
the Upper Yosemite Fall. A 
sort of crystal plaster a foot 
or two thick is cracked off by 
the sunbeams and falis to the 
bottom of the first fall, a drop 
of over fourteen hundred feet; 
some of these pieces of frosen 
spray warmed by the sun, ex- 
panded and cracked off in ir- 
regular masses, weigh tons 
ous noise. 


The large pieces of ice help 
to form the sides of the cone, 
which is built up during the 
cold hours of the night by the . 
falling spray from the main 
volume of the fall; much of 
this crystalline shower falls 
directly to its place, much as a 
small local snow storm would. 
Rarely is the building con- 
tinued during the day unless 
the weather is unusually cold 
and cloudy. In frosty weather 
when the fall is swayed trom 
side to side by the wind the 
cone is well drenched and the | 
loose ice and fine spray are 
firmly welded and frozen to- 
gether. It rises from four hun- 
dred to five hundred feet in 
conical form, 


From the fern ledge stand- 
point its craterlike throat is 
seen, down ‘which the fall 
plunges with deep, gasping ex- 
plosions of compressed air. 
After being well churned in 
the stormy interior, the water 
bursts forth through arched 
openings at its base while 
belching filmy spray spouted 
ap out of the throat, past the 
descending current, is wafted 
away in feathery drifts to the. 
adjacent rocks. 

While the cone is in process 
of formation, growing higher 
and wider, it looks like a 
smooth pure white hill; in the

ERE is a vast difference between going — 


through fast-moving experiences, that 
fling Death into one’s face at every turn, 


and being marooned with Death, unable to

Condemned prisoners know it; a wounded 
soldier often faces it. It is like being 
chained to a rock, with an incoming tide 
rising to take one’s life. Such situations

Such a moment came to me In the fall of 
1925 in one of the great, colored sandstone 
canyons of Northern Arizona. From Gallup, 
New Mexico, I had taken the mail buck- 
board across the border to Ganado, the old 
hacienda of Lorenzo Hubbel, a great power 
in the Southwest some years ago. After en- 
joying his bounteous hospitality for some 
days, I continued on to Chin Lee, an Indian 
trading post run by Cozy McSparron, at the 
mouth of the Canyons de Chelley and de fos 
Muertos. 

Here I learned that ‘the canyons contiined 
innumerable ruins of the ancient clliff- 
dwellers, that prehistoric race of peregrina- 
ting people who, centuries ago, came up 
from the South, leaving traces of their civi- 
lization strewn over the desert from New 
Mexico to Colorado and Utah. In these 


Canyons, moreover, vast wealth In turquoise 


and silver had already been taken by pros- 
pectors, who had discovered the dwellings 
and broken open the tombs. 


I decided at once to go into these can- 
yons, and, with McSparron’s aid, replen- 
ished my outfit and started up with a party 
of Navajos who were going to gather wild 
peaches. 

The Canyons de Chelley and de Los Muer- 
tos;are merely gigantic arroyos, or wash- 
outs, worn deep into the earth by thousands 
of years of erosion. They have a common 
outlet into the desert, but a few miles up 
branch Into a “Y” shape, twisting deep 
into the earth.

white pigeons, but through the glasses they 
appeared to be two of a series of cliff<iwell- 
ings Duilt in a ledge of rock beneath an 
overhanging cliff. They seemed of a very 
rude construction, which would make them 
pueblos of the most primitive era, but were 
unbroken, and smaller patches ot white, 
which I judged to be tombs, were built 
along the farthest reaches of the ledge and 
gave no evidence of having been molested. 
Surely I had discovered a new pueblo, rich 
in turquoise and silver. 

Because of the unusual height of the 

pueblo—it seemed at least 900 feet above 
the floor of the canyon—I first thought it 
advisable to climb to the mesa top from 
some accessible route several miles down 
the canyon, and then walk up to this point 
and descend to the ledge that held the 
dwellings, but a careful survey of the cliff 
showed this to be impossible. The pueblos 
had been built beneath an overhanging cliff 
that extended hundreds of yards on either 
side, and then dropped a sheer 1000 feet to 
the canyon bed. To reach the ledge, I 
would have to climb. 
, By walking along the base of the wall, | 
discovered a series of tiny toe-holds, about 
the size of a tablespoon, and worn dan- 
gerously smooth and unsafe by erosion. 
Six hundred years ago they might have 
been of use to me, but now they were steps 
to an ultimate fall to death. 

The greater part of this wall, from the 
base, looked to be a sandstone incline of 
perhaps sixty @egrees, almost vertical in 
places, broken up with ledges, and deeply

I made catchleaps from footholds an inch 
wide to another from twelve to sixteen 
inches above my normal reach. A slipping

There were places where it seemed hu- 
manly impc«ssible to ascend further. Round- 
ed surfaces of cliff, without footholds of any 
kind, made it difficult to begin an ascent, 
and I often thought of descending to find a 
better way up. Then, however, I found it 
worth my life to do so, for, as everyone 
knows, it is much harder to descend than 
to ascend, for gravity and the body's weight 
pull one past his mark, and his feet have 
not the agility nor the intelligence of the 
hands.

Once there, I 
was sure I could find anothers way out. 
There might be a passage over the top 
of the cliff that had not shown up 
through my glasses. Certainly the cliff- 
dwellers had not taken this terrible climb 
each time they wanted to reach their 
pueblo. 


At a tiny ledge 1 paused to roll a ciga- 
rette and rest my nerves and body. My 
horse, hobbled and feeding among the dried 
weeds and grasses below, looked about as 
big as a beetle, and the stream-bed was but 
@ narrow cowpath. Everything was silent, 
deathly quiet. All about me were gigantic 
white walls, tiny white pueblos, and a bril- 


For another hour I labored upward, my 
nerves all but shattered by numerous near- 
talls. The sandstone was slippery, unsafe, 
and loose from late rains. It granulated be- 
neath a strong grip, and pleces of it came 
off at times, sending chills through my en- 
tire body. 

At length a ledge opened before me, and 
I climbed over it to find myself in the gréat 
cleft in which the cliffdwellings were lo- 
cated. 

To my instant despatr, I perceived that 
the walls of white rock that I had- seen 
through my glasses from the canyon were 
not the walls of a pueblo, but merely 
natural formations of shale that from a dis- 
tance, would deceive the most acute obdser- 
vation. There were, to be sure, groups of 
piled rocks that indicated an attempt on the 
part of some early tribes to build tombs or 
pueblos, but these I had not seen from be- 
low. The cleft held no jewels or tur- 
quoises; it held dust, brilliant sunlight, and 
pieces of shale. 

I thought of the extremities of the ledge, 
and as I turned anxiously and half-hopeful- 
ly to inspect them, the sharp clatter of a 
rock falling from point to point on the cliff 
below startled me. Another detached itself 
from somewhere and, after a long pause, 
struck with a clear noise far below. There 
was a whisper as of sand eaten by an ebb 
tide, a faint rambling, and I rushed to the 
edge and looked down to see a part of the 
cliff below me detach itself in a succession 
of great landslides and fall roaring and clat- 
tering into the canyon.
